Our Democratic friends have rejected 


the Constitutional amendment which 
proposed to enlarge the Houte of Rep- 
resentatives lo JOO and give the city of 
Providence 25 of that number. They 
have done ibis nominally because it 
does not go far enough iu changing the 
organic laws of the Slate. But in re- 
ality they don't want any amendments 
unless (hey-can make them themselves 
and have them of a kind that will ad- 
vantage the Democratic party.

Tniu sheets 
lose much of thtir oil aud take glue 
satisfactorily. 


Native walnut la no longer a favorite

century ago or mare, and is uow as ex- 
pensive as uiahognuy aud by uo uivaus 
so beautiful. 


Cbettuut is a good deal prized, uot 


for furuiiure, but for waiuscottlug aud 
for doom. It Is souieiniieii put up iu 
the rough with good effect, and some- 
tiuifs oiled aud polished when u is re- 
markably beautiful considering the cost. 


Uulf cyprew is used with great efleci 


m like fashion, aud who j 111 led aud 
oiled it uiakea one of the most beautiful 
wood* for iuexpi':i«iv« lute/ior decora- 
tion. 


Cherry wai the old substitute for ma- 


hogany, aud is Hill a favorite wood 
with toe furniture makers. It is, how- 
ever, not easily obtained iu a properly 
seasoned oouditlou, for I be nroper sea- 
son lug make* it expensive. ' 


The fact la that with cherrji. as with 


oak aud mahogany,<the seasoning is 
an important element of euet. The 
cabiuet maker who must sink his capi- 
tal for two or three yean iu wood that 
is undergoing the process of oeasoulrfg, 
finds it hard to com pete with those who 
us* kiln dried material. 


Mahogany Is the favorite wood with 


the best cabinet maker. 
There is a 
vail amount of seasoned mahogany to 
be bad from ruinous old articles made 
lu the last ceutury, when the rage for 
mahogany was well developed; and 
while t''e new mahogany ia less heuu- 
tiful than the old, purchasers of. furui- 
iure seem to have learned that it is 
worth while to have the new wood well 
seasoned. —Chicago Journal.
